Captain Handed Him Ice Message.

testified to. This was handed to.me by 
Capt. Smith without any remark as he 
was passing me on the passenger deck on 
the afternoon of Sunday, April 14. I read 
the telegram casually: and put it in my 
pocket, 

“ At about 7:10, while. I was sitting in 
the stnoking room, Capt. Smith came ‘tn 
and asked me to. give him the message 
received from the Baltic in order to post 
it for the information of the officérs, I 
handed ft to him, and nothing further 
was said by either of us. I did not speak 
te any of the other officers on. the sub- 
Jeet. 

“If the information I received had 
aroused. any apprehension in my mind— 
which it did not—I should not have ven- 
tured to.make any suggestion to a com- 
mander of Capt. Smith’s’experience. The 
responsibility for the. navigation of the 
ship rested solely with him. 

“Tt has been stated that Capt. Smith 
and I were having @ dinner party in one 
of the saloons from 7:30 to 10:30 Sunday 
hight, and that at the time of the col- 
Msion Capt. Smith was sitting with me in 
the-saloon. 

’ Both of these statéments are abso- 
lutely false. I did not dine with the Cap- 
tain, nor did I see him during the even- 
ing of April 14. The doctor dined with 
me in the restaurant at 7:30, and‘I went 
Girectly to my state| room and went to 
bed at about 10:30. 

“T was asleep when the collision oc- 
curred, I felt a jar, went out into the 
Ppassagewey without dressing, met a stew- 
ard, asked him what was the matter, and 
he sald he did not know. I returned to 
my room. I felt the ship slow down, put 
on an overcoat over my pajamas,.and 
went up on the-bridge deck and on the 
bridge. 


Captain and Chief Engineer Agreed 
Damage Was Serious. 


“T geked Capt ginith’ what was -the 
matter,.and he epid he had strubk ice. J 
asked him whether he thought It serious, 
anne esata tread: On returningsto my 
room I met the Chief. Engineer and asked 
him whether he thought the damage seri- 
ous, And he said he thought 1t- was,’ 

“I theh returned to my room and put 
on a suit of clothes. I. had.been in my 
overcoat and pajamas up to this time. I 
then went back to the boat deck and 
heard Capt. Smith give the. order to 
clear the boats. I helped in this work 
for nearly two ‘hours, as far as I can 
judge. I worked at the starboard boats, 
helping’ women -and children into the 
boats and lowering them over the side. 1 
dia nothing with regard to the boats or 
the port side. 

“By that time every wooden liféboat 
on the starboard side had been lowered 
uway, and I found that they Were en- 
gaged in getting out the forward eol- 
lapsible boat on the starboard side. I 
assisted in this work, and all the women 
that were on this deck were Nelped into 
the boat. They were all, I think, third- 
class passengers. 

Chinamen Hidden in His Boat. 

“As the boat was goihg over the sidé 
Mr. Carter, a passenger, and myself got 
in. At that time there wag not a woman 
on the boat detk, nor any passenger of 
any class, so far as we could see or hear. 
The boat had. between. thirty-five and 
forty in it, I should think, most of them 
wonien. 

“ There were perhaps four or five men, 
and it ‘was afterward discovered that 
there were four Chinamen concealed un- 
der the thwarts in the bottom of the boat. 
The distance that the boat had to be low- 
ered. into the waer was, I should esti- 
mate, about twenty feet. Mr. Carter and 
I Gia not get into the boat until after 
they had begun to lower it away. 

“When the boat reached the water I 
lielped row it, pushing the oar from me 
as I sat. This is the explanation of the 
fact that my back was to the sinking 
steamer. The boat would have accom- 
modated certainly six or more passen- 
gérs in addition if there had been any on 
the boat déck to g6. These facts can be 
substantiated by Mr. W. BH. Carter of 
Philadelphia, who got tn at the time that 
I did and was rowing the boat with me. 

“TI hope I need not say that ncither 
Mr. Carter nor myself would for one,

Thus the World Was. Deluded with 
Reports That the Titanic Was in 
Tow and Her Passengers Safe. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Telegraph 
to The New York Times. 

LONDON, April 21.—As 1 wirelessed 
pou from: on board the Olympic in the 
English Channel last night, every- 
thing points to the probability that 
wireless messages; tapped in transit 
in mid-Atlantic by amateur or wuh- 
skilled operators at some unknown 
point and then jumbled. or wrongly 
read by them, were responsible for the 
false reports of the Titanic's safety, 
which were circulated throughout the 
world after the Titanic had gone down. 

Thus a question received on board 
the Olympic, “‘Are all Titanic passen- 
was transformed into an 
affirmative statement, ‘All Titanic 
passengers safe.” To this was added 
just a fragment from a long message 
of the Captain of the steamship Asian 
to the Olympic, wherein he said, “Tow-~- 
ing oll tank to Halifax.’’ Omission of 
the words “oil tank’’ from this mes- 
sage and the combination of .the lat- 
ter-with the statement about the pas- 
sengers made the troublesome dis- 
patch: 

All Titanic passengers safe. 
Halifax. 

I jofned.the Olympic at dawn on Sat- 
urday when she arrived outside Piym- 
auth Harhor, and have. been & passen- 
ger ohn her during her zigzag ‘Journey 
across the Channel. to Cherbourg “and 
back to Southampton, where early this 
morning the last of her ship's company, 
most of them in black for Jost friends, 
disembarked on their way to London. 
The Olympic, with her powerful Mar- 
cont apparatus, was the ocean clearing 
house for messages relating to the Ti- 
tanic disaster from the moment when 
the first midnight call for help flashed 
across the seas. 

It was not until breakfast time on 
Monday morning that the rumor first 
spread among the passengers of the 
Olympic that some disaster had be- 
fallen the Titanic, although Capt. Had- 
dock had received the message appeal- 
ing for aid as soon as it was sent, and 
had instantly altered the ship’s course, 
and was making at the Olympic’s-high- 
est speed for the ice floe where the 
Titanic lay shattered and sinking. 

Made Ready for Rescue Work. 

The saloon passengers taking their 
early promenade on the deck had seen 
the lifeboats being uncovered and made 
ready. with ropes coiled, so that not an 
instant should be lost tf they should 
sight the survivors {n time. Only the 
officers knew that 500 miles separated 
the Olympic from her stricken sister 
ship, and that even at a spéed of 24 
knots an hour, the Olympic could 
scarcely arrive in time, if the peril was 
as urgent a& they had heard. 

Beds had been prepared by the stew- 
ards and stewardesses, whose own 
friends were in peril, and-a private or- 
der went around that the fresh water 
should be sparingly used, in order to 
provide for the emergency in case the 
Titanic’s passengers and crew were

This notice, the first official admis- 
sion of the full extent of the disaster, 
Was pogted up in the Olympie hy Capt. 
Haddock’s instructions. at about 6 
P.. M., just as the saloon passengers 
were preparing for dinner. 

On the instant a hush fell upon the 
ship’ with. great sorrow, which was 
all the sharper and more poignant be- 
cause it had followed a period of seven 
houts of joy and relief among those 
who did not share the tragic secret. 

As indicated In my Marconigram yes 
terday, Capt: Haddock was for a long 
time reluctant to make any atatement 
in’ regard to the matter. 

In conjunction with a correspondent 
of The London Daily Express, H. 
Leatherdale, who. was the only other 
newspaper correspondent aboard,. I 
wrote to Capt. Haddock, after various 
other messages had proved unavailing, 
a letter ih which we pointed. out. that 
the “All Titanic passengers safe” 
message had caused a drop in the. Ti+ 
tanie’s reinsurance at Lioyds from 60 
guineas to 2 guineas premium, and 
asking whether ‘you (Haddock) ever 
received such a message, and if so, if 
you know whence it came?” 

Capt. Haddock’s Statement. 


Capt. Haddock gave us his assur- 
ance that no such message was ever 
sent or received by the Olympic,’ and 
the Marconi operators, Messre. Bagot 
and Moore, curroborated this, . Then 
the Captain showed us the following 
official letter*to Mr. Ismay: 

H. M. 8. Olympic, April 21, 1912. 

On the passage from Cherbourgh I 
received the inclosed letter from H. 
Leatherdale of The London Daily Ex- 
press, to whom and also to W-. Orton 
Tewson of Tos New YorK Trmzs, in the 
presence of our © Marcon! operators, I 
have diened that such a message was 
received or sent from Capt. Haddock. 
It was from a lady resident in New 
York, a constant White Star traveler, 
whose name is that of a well-known 
Canadian steamship line’ The exact 
text was: 

“ Received from Sable Island, 10:20 T. 
M., east, (3:30 P. M., Gréenwich time.)— 
Commander Sealy Olympic—Aré al} 
Titenié pasgengers sate?” 

The remaining part of the inaccupate 
meéssige, “CApt Hafidock’s-letter to_his 
owners. stated, was probably suggested 
by: the following wireless from the 
steamship, Asian, telling of thé lest pa- 
thetic. calls for help from the Titanic 
before her power gave out: 

Received 8:35 A. M., Monday, New 
York time, (1:31 P.M. Greenwich.) 
“Asian heard M.G.V. (the Titanic) sig- 
naling on and off from 8 to 10 P. M., 
local time, Sunday. Messages too faint 
to read. Finished calling 8, O. S.. at 
midnight. Position given as latitude 
41.46, longitude 50.14.. No further {!n- 
formation. Asian then three hundred 
miles west of Titanic and towing oll 
tanks to Halifax. Regards, WOOD.” 

The inference_drawn by Capt. Had- 
dock is that some unknown persons 
tapped these two messages, missing 
part of them, and evolved the mislead- 
ing message to the effect that all the 
Titanic passengérs were safe and she 
was towing to Halifax, which they had 
stolen in mid-air, the second message 
relating to the Titanic. 

The official fetter written by Capt. 
Haddock then added: 

I on receipt of the first message made 
the same mistake and left out the 
“ are.” 

I telephoned this to the inquiry office 
on the Olympic to post a notice read- 
ing, ‘All Titanic. passengers safe.’’ 
Nothing more was added. 

We have been most carefully through 
every message from the ship. No copy 
of my error, plain or code, or renr&inder 
of the sentence .was sent from ae 
ship. 

I.am showing this letter to Mesers. 
Leatherdale and Tewson. 

H, J. HADDOCK, Commander. 

“ That is the only light I-can throw 
on the mystery of those unofficial mes- 
sages, sent out,” said Capt. Haddock. 

After this full explanation of what he 
knew of the conflicting wireless news, 
received in New York and London, he 
went on: 

“The lista,of saved, as we got them, 
were posted in the Olympic, and the 
Carpathia-was hot able to answer fur- 
ther inquiries because the Marconi 
operator had too much else to do day 
and night. He was at his chair. until 
he could do no more.”

HALIFAX, April 21. — Confirmation 
of reports that a large number of bod- 
ies of the victims of the Titanic disas- 
ter were afloat in the vicinity of the 
disaster was received to-night in a 
wireless dispatch from the steamship 
Bremen, via the Sabje Island and Cam- 
perdown wireless stations. 

The text of the message was as fol- 
lows: 

“The steamer Bremen, bound for 
New York, and the steamer Rhein 
passed on Saturday afternoon, in 42.00 
north latitude and 49.20 west longitude, 
in the neighborhood of three large ice- 
bergs.

“The whole world, and ‘expecially the 
shipbuilding world, knows that none of 
the passenger steamers have been able 
to carry Hfeboats enough to care for one- 
half of the passengers,’’ Capt. Sealby 
continued. ‘‘ I believe that, by way of re- 
j ducing the possibility of such tremendous 
disasters as that which overtook the Ti- 
tanic; increased lifeboat facilities should 
be added to the passenger steamers, and 
that watertight bulkheads should be con- 
structed as strong as the hull itself. 

“I would recommend that steamship 
commanders be ordered to take the south- 
ern track and always travel slowly in fog, 
under penalty of dismissal. I would make 
the owners responsible to the Government 
for the carrying out of these regulations, 
and would have the members of Congress 
responsible to their constituents in the 
matter, and would compel them to resign 
if such laws are not enacted and enforced.

{Steward on’ the Titanic Tells of. 


Seeing Many: Drowned at 
the CaPpathia’s Side. 


HE KNEW OF-ICEBERG PERIL 


And Says Officers Knew of It, Too 
~——Passengers Played in Gymna- 
sium After Collision. 


Special to The New York Times, 

NEWPORT, R. I, April 21.—Saloon 
Steward Walter H. Nichols of the Titame, 
formerly steward of the steamship St 
Paul, whose honfe is in England, dictated 
the following story to his sister, Mrs. 
James Openshaw, in New York: 

“True story, told by Walter H. Nich- 
-Ols, who left Southampton on Woednes- 
day, April 10, with fine weather. 

““Our first day's run was 488 knots. 
Friday and Saturday she ran 546 knots. 
All day Sunday it was very cold, al- 
though the weather wag fine: There 
was ice all around us. There were serv- 
ices on. board that day in first and sec- 
ond cabins. I went to bed about 10 o’clock 
Sunday ‘night, and it was mighty cold. 
Having crossed so many times, I knew 
that we were among icebergs, and I.think 
the’ officers knew it,;*too. 

“ At.11:40'I was awakened by feeling a 
bit of a vjbration.. The ship.went.on for 
a bit; then the engines stopped. Nobody 
was frightened, and some of my room- 
mates didn't want to trouble ‘to get up 
and see what the trouble was, but I put 
cn my coat and took a run out ‘to look. 
It was.very black outside, and I couldn't 
se6 anything except that there was some 
ice on the deck forward. 

_" Half of the men went back to bed, no- 
Body believing anything was © wrong, 
everybody having great faith in the ship. 

“It was bitter cold. outside, and I was 
glad enough to get back into the cabin, 
It was located not far from the engine 
reom, and within a few minutes of the 
time we struck I could hear the engineers 
passing the order to have all water-tight 
doors closed. 

“Well, as I said, some of the men went 
back to bed. I sat up talking to some of 
the fellows for’ three-quarters of an hour 
after the collision, when the second stew- 
ard in charge of our -cabin came in and 
gave orders to report to our positions as- 
signed to us in the, lifeboat drill. “My 

lace was with Lifeboat’15. So I went to 

eck A, where the. lifeboats were, On 
my.way up J noticed some passen pee 
about, but no on seemed to be worrie 
excited. As I passed the gymnasium on 
my way out I saw some gentlemen riding 
the bicycle, and another had the punch- 
ing bag. 


Gave_ Orders Revolver in Hand. 


“No. 15, my boat, was the afterboat 
on the starboard side. There were ten of 
us to man the boat, which is a large one, 
holding about seventy to eighty persons. 
When I got on deck it was still very 
dark, but: I could hear the wireless ma- 
chines sputter. The officer in charge of 
the boats on our deck had a revolver in 
his band. He gave his orders quietly, 
and we didn't know even then that any- 
thing serious was the matter. The ship 
was down in the water a little, forward, 
but you couldn’t notice it much, from 
where‘I steoc, Wi /in’ line, for .or- 
ders while Boats 11 and. 18 were swung 
out on the davits and lowered. 

“The crew would make them ready 
and get into them. Then they would 
lower them to Deck B, where the p n- 
me were. The boats. are held: by 

s-—one on elther end and one 
middle—they are cut loose by iencekivia 
out a block in the centre after she is in 
the water. 

“TI guess we waited some minutes while 
they were getting the two boats away, as 
they are very careful not to let one boat 
go before the other has got clear. It is 
a@ drop of about 100 feet from the boat 
deck to the water, and they have to look 
sharply to keep one boat from fouling 
the other. After we got in our boat and 
were waiting to lower it to Deck B 
heard the band playing, and at that time 
the water was nearly up to the waist. 
They were in the reception room, and 
every man was drowned. 

“Altogether it took us about twenty 
minutes to fill our lifeboat and get away. 
There was no rush or eonfusion on Deck 
B, where we loaded the passengers, and 
this was our hardship, as the women had 
to be coaxed ya et into them, they think- 
ing that the ship was safer. As it was 
we had to leave with only about fifty 

assengers, but we picked up some from 
he water. Bip. boat was: one of the last 
to get aw None of us had any idea 
that the Titanic would .sink. We knew 
that the Olympic was on the way to us, 
and we expected that she would come in 
the morning and pick up the boets and 
take off the people left on the Titanic. 

“As soon as we got @-little distance off 
I could see that she was down a 
deal by the head because the. propeller 
was sticking half way out of the water.

WOMAN NEEDLESSLY LOST.’ 


Gave Up Her Place in a Boat That 
Was Not Full. 


According to Mrs. W. Kinnicutt Draper 
of 121 fast Thirty-sixth Street, Miss 
Edith Evans, who remained on board the 
Titanic, refusing to take the one remain- 
ing seat in a lifeboat in order that Mrs. 
J. M, Brown might be saved, was need- 
lessly sacrificed. Mra. Draper is a niece 
of Mrs. Brown and she ‘said that Mrs, 
Brown had told her.that room had been 
found for several persons picked -up 
cut of the water after the boat had been 
launched.

Operator’ s Experiences Distort-. 
ed Into “ News Suppression.” 


DATES LEFT OFF MESSAGES 


Which: Were Sent to Carpathia Only 
a Few Minutes Before Landing—_ 
Officials Eagerly ‘Sought News, 


The following letter was‘sent yesterday 
to. The New York Herald John: Bot- 
tomley, Gerieral Manager of the Marconi 
Company, in answer to an article printed 
in The Herald charging that «company 
with having ‘‘ suppressed"’ tiews of he 
survivors of the Titanic disaster: . 

To the Editor of The New siteae Her- 

ald: 

The article in your issue of this morn- 
{ng under the heading, ‘Keep Your 
Mouth Shut; Big Money for You,’ Was 
Message to Hide News,”’ does a grave 
injustice to the Marcon! Company, and 
calls for tmmediate correction. Dealing 
with stolen wireless messages,’ with..no 
mention.of dates. or -other. informing 
circumstances, it is not. difficult. to 
create a false and injurious impression; 
and such an impression is ceftainly 
sought to be convéyed by the assertion 
that any of the messages quote 
was sent at a time when'the sending of 
news from the Carpathia could be in- 
fluenced, or’ that any of the messages 
was intended to suppress the sending of 
such news. 

The quoted messages to the wireless 
operator on the Carpathia were sent 
about 8 o'clock on Thursday evening, 
when the Carpathia was coming up the ' 
bay, and not, as you intimate, on any 
of the early days following the Titanio 
disaster. They referred to an oppor- 
tunity for the operators, after they had 
landed from the ship that evening and 
their: duties to the public, to the Car- 
pathia, and to the Marcon! Company 
had been fully discharged, to°sell t6 a 
newspaper narratives of their personal 
experiences, a thing they had a com- 
plete right to do, for these narratived 
were their own’ personal property. Who 
will. begrudge these unfortunate and 
hard-working men the remuneration 
they. thus received, or because. of it 
charge them with previobs neglect of 
duty? 

As to obtaining information of. the 
Titanic disaster for the public, every-. 
thing possible was done by the Marconi 
Company, as will be seen when it is 


remembered that everything. transriit- 
ted from a shfp is under the ccntrol of 
its commander.

A donor who wished to remain anony- 
mous left a check for $5,000 at tse head- 
quarters of the Red Cross Emergency 
Relief Committee late on Saturday after- 
noon. Tnis gift is being forwerds4 to the 
office of Jacob H: Schiff and vill be 
incluaed among the listed oontributions 
when received by him. 

At the performance given by the Dra- 
matic Circle of the French Alliance in the 
| Liberty. Theatre. last evening a collection 
was taken between the acts which rea- 
lized’ $185.. So the. fund for the survivors 
grows. ‘ 

With the funds so far received by the 
Women's’ Relief Committee,’ amounting to 
more than $25,000, its members reiterate 
the announcement that they have plenty 
for their purpose, which was to.meet and 
supply the immediate needs of the desti- 
tute survivors. of the Titanic. And ‘the 
‘women who make up the Clothing Com- 
mittee cannot overemphasize their deula- 
ration that plenty of garments have al- 
ready been donated. 

They are now stocked with more than 
enough, and the home of Mrs. Paul Dana, 
the Chairman, at 1A Fifth Avenue, is so 
piled with clothing that it is ceiling high 
in some reoms, with only lanes between 
the mounds, and the family has not en- 
joyed the use Bf the dining room for sev- 
eral days. Yet the suite of rooms on the 
sixth floor of the Metropolitan Life Build- 
ing on Madison Square witnessed the ar- 
rival yesterday of clothing in such quan- 
tities that the women were kept busy 
sorting,.and fairly fell on the necks of 
three young fellows from\the Boys’ Club 
of st. Bartholomew's Church who came 
down to offer their assistazice. 

And these garments include every style 
and every quality. The regulation outfit 
for one of the Titanic women—what 
meant by the term “ complete. outfit ’’— 
includes‘ a sultan extra skirt, a long 
cloak, a pair of high shoes, a pair of low 
shoes, two sets of undergarments, six 
pairs of stockings, a good hat, and then 
pg package of such treasures as hairpins, 
hatpins, safety pins, combs and the like. 
Most of the gifts have been made with 


an eye to useful service, but the com- 
mittee has been perplexed with the re- 
ceipt of at least two gowns which they 
hesitated to bestow on the sorrowing wo- 
men from the steerage of the Titanic.

Savole Passengers Not Told of Ti- 
tanic Until Qut of Danger Zone. 

The French liner Savoie, in yesterday 
morning from Havre, received news of 
the foundering of the Titanic a few hours 
after the extent of the disaster was 
flashed over the ocean by the rescuing 
Cunarder Carpathia. When interviewed 
Capt. Tourrette said he learned of the 
disaster Monday afternoon, the news be- 
ing relayed to the Savoie by othe? ships. 
The Savoie was then only about two days 
out of Havre. 

Maurice Hubert, senior Marconi oper- 
ator on board the Savoie, said that the 
liner began receiving wireless ice warn- 

ings as early as Monday afternoon. Capt. 
Tourette ‘took no.chances, and sent 


the Savole on a course considerably tov 
the south of the track that was followed 


by the Titanic. 

‘Despite this c e of track, however, 
the French liner did encounter ice, pin! 
on Thursday morning passed through ice 
fields, in a age there were seventeen

SHIPS IN COLLISION 


OUTSIDE GALVESTON 


Morgan Liner El-Sud Beached 
After Crashing with Mal: 
lory Line’s Denver. 


ONE OF THE CREW MISSING 


Vessel Later Towed Into the Harbor 
—Heavy Fog the Cause of 
the Accident.

GALVESTON, Texas, April 21—In a 
dense fog the Mallory liner Denver, in- 
bound from New York,-and the Morgan 
liner El. Sud, bound for New, York, were 
in collision, ‘about fifteen miles outside 
of Galveston Harbor, at 8 ‘o'clock last 
night. Both vessels were badly damaged 
and El Sud had to be beached. Only the 
Denver carried passengers, but none was 
injured. She had about: one hundréd on 
board. Of the crew it is reported that 
one man is missing, but all of the others 
are accounted fer and none is injured. 

At the time of the.collision the Gulf for 
miles out was blanketed with a dense fog. 


Capt. Staples of the Denver had ordered | _ 


that vessel to proceed at half speed and 
she was creeping through the fog con- 
stantly sounding her siren when directly 
ahead the officer on the bridge sighted 
the out-bound El Sud. 

The first that Capt. Staples of the. Den- 
ver naw of Bl Sud was the range of 
lights’ of that ship, which showed that 
the vessel Was déad ahead. The skipper 
of the Mallory ‘liner. sounded a warning, 
and changed his course in an ‘ort to 
give Bl Sud room to pass. him. But the 
distance separating the ships was too 
small, and when he saw that the man- 
osuvré. would not prevent the “Sallision 
Capt. Staples signaled to the engine room 
for full speed astern.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The need for 
relief work being carried on by the army

Already upward of 70,000 persons are 
being fed dajly in the districts between 
Hickman, Ky., and Natchez, Miss. 

The work of succor will havé to be con- 
tinued Jong after the floods have sub- 
sided, or until the sufferers are able to 
re-establish their homes. 

ih the quartermasters are feeding 

and sheltering the afflicted ones, and-the 
engineers aré strengthening and repair- 
ing the levees, the medical department and 
the Red Cross are already planning com- 
paigns for cleaning up the flooded areas 
to prevent the spread of disease. 


NEW ORLEANS, J*. April. 21.—News 
from the flooded area of. the Mississippi 
Valley in Arkansas, Mississippi, and 
Louisiana continued yesterday to be in- 
creasingly grave. Thousands .of those 


places when the yellow flood , invaded 
their homes have been cared for, but 
there are still more who are in impera- 
tive need. 

It is estimated that fifty towns and 
villages have so far felt the effects of 
the flood.

“The companies evidently want a con- 
flict,” said Stone.

THE MEMORIAL SERVICES. 

Memorial services for the dead of 
the Titanic were held yesterday in all 
the ‘churches of all denominations. 
From’ many pulpits the heroism of the 
men who met their fate with steadfast 
devotionto duty, sacrificing them- 
selyes for the lives of others, was sin- 
cerely extolled. Relatives of and de- 
pendents‘ upon many of the victims 
found the consolation only religion can 
give in these services. The synagogues 
on Saturday had already held services 
especially in memory of the Jews who 
bravely went down with the ship, in- 
cluding Istpor Stravs and his devoted 
wife and BENJAMIN GUGGENHEIM, but 
comprehending in the general tribute 
all who had perished, regardless of 
creed. 

Cardinal Farumzy officiated In the im- 
pressive service at St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral, while the Rev. Dr. . MANNING, 
rector of Trinity Parish, made the dis- 
aster and its lesson the subject of. his 
discourse at old Trinity. In the 
Protestant Episcopal Cathedral of St. 
-John the Divine, Bishop GREER con- 
ducted the solemn, ceremonies and 
preached the sermon. In all Cath- 
olic gnd ‘Protestant churches the serv- 
ices were of the same memorial thar- 
acter. The churches were all crowded, 
and the congregations in many were 
obviously deeply affected.’ No great 
calamity.in many years has so strongly 
aroused the public sympathy. . In most 
of the churches and synagogues, the 
tone of comment naturally differed 
from that heard in the highways. In- 
vective and denunciation were gener- 
ally avoided, The fate that none 
can escape had come quickly, and 
with but an hour's: warning; | to 
1,500 persons of many religious con- 
victions, or none, and that.so many 
of them met it with unflinching cour-

HOPE FOR STREET-CAR TRANSFERS 

Goy. “Dix’s veto of the. universal 
transfer bill opens the door to hope for 
some practicable betterment of the sit- 
uation regarding a matter close to the 
daily convenience, of so many “people. 
At the hearing it was explicitly stated 
by counse] for the railways. that they 
had hopes of agreeing with the Com- 
missicn on a system satisfactory to the 
nublic and not detrimental to the rail- 
ways, and that there would be no more 
obstructive opposition to action on that 
basis. The resistance of the companies 
was to the form of the order, and not to 
giving such transfers as they reasona- 
bly could. The objection. to the order 
was the same as to the two-cent fare 
bill -which Gov. Hucuszs vetoed. It 
was a regulation of a sort which was 
defective both in excess of quantity 
and excess of zeal. The Commission 
Was 80 eager to please the public that 
it neglected the interests of the ratl- 
ways, which it is its duty to protéct as 
well as to regulate. 

Gov. Drx’s veto might have beén 
written by. Gov. Huaues. _ The matter 
had been committed to the care of the 
Commission,/and was under considera- 
tion by the courts. In sucha cade the 
Legislature ought not to. intervéne, If 
the action of the Commission is cor- 
rect the courts will so decide, and if it 
is incorrect the bill ought not to be 
passed or signed. The point.is-so plain 
that the check to the agitators in this 
manner is wholesome. On ‘the other 
hand, it behooves the railways to make 
good use of the interval accorded to 
them lest the fate they fear shall be- 
fall them beyond evasion. What they 
can afford to do they willbe prudent 
to do graciously and promptly., Cer- 
tainly they ought to do what they can 
do with profit, and they themselves 
have said that there are transfers 
which would be {o their advantage. 
The people ought to get such at once.

Mr. HartTuey, the leader, was held in 
high esteem by all who’ kKnéw him as 
a man*of great presence of mind, The 
music they played on the sinking ship 
does not so much matter.

For the “ backward”. pupil the out- 
come is still worse.

Once promoted it is 
no easier for him to keep up-with his 
grade than before, and he goes through 
his ‘course, or so much of ft as he 
stays to take, a dull, discouraged, tor- 
mented, and, in effect, a stunted child. 
He leaves school ho better, but often 
worse, fitted for the work of life than 
when he entered it. Of course a re- 
form of this plan is difficult, but. the 
difficulties are in the teachers rather 
than in‘the plan or in the pupils. Mr. 
Putturpa, in investigating this matter, 
found about 150. teachers preaching 
and practicing the doctrine defined at 
the outset of this article, Here are a 
few examples of the replies from this 
class of teachers: 

The old. system is vicious, and hes lit- 
erally. slain its thousands, Bright girls 
have been held. for all the work of a 
‘grade because the teacher’s recitation 
book and examinations only totaled 64 

per cent. instead of 65, perhaps in a 
single granch, ‘pérhaps arithmetic. This 
‘is the only question I ask any teacher 
‘to decide: Has the pupil. power to do 
the work of the next class or subject? 
If go, let him do it.and do it now, For 

* twenty-one years I have had no system. 
‘Systematized promotions tend: to defeat 
our ehd—to advance the child accord- 
ing to his capacity... A hundred or more’ 
promotions have been made already this 
year, and only in two or three cases 
4i4 we make a mistake. They are 
easily corrected. 

Again, with reference to practica- 
bility: 

A Principal who for many years has 
run @ large school has demonstrated 
the falsity of the claim of necessity 
for grades and stated examinations, the 
absolute falsity of the repeated state- 
ments that a school run under flexible 
conditions costs more, that promotion 
by subjects in the grades will not work, 
writes me as follows: “Pupils are pro- 
“moted from class to class and from 
“grade to grade at any and all times; 
“go soon as a pupil is discovered who 
“can do, or should be doing, more work, 
“no matter what the grade, if the 
“physical condition permits extra ef- 
“ fort, he fs advanced.’’ 

There is one elément in this plan, 
excellent agit is in its aim, that: calls 
for ‘ai word..of. caution... Promotion of 
a child without regard to what he 
knows or does hot know about “ studies 
behind him”. may involve serious. care- 
lessness. It is extremely important 
that the child should be confined 
to subjects of real value and that 
fhe should‘ know them well ‘enough 
to catry them with him. ' “ Studies be- 
hind him” is a phrase tinged , with 
mischief. If he has not got. “the 
most” from them it would be’ better 
that’ he stick to them. But this fs 
only a possible defect in Mr. Puriiips’s 
plan, and may be one in statement 
rather than in stbstance.

Her philanthropies were numerous and 
quietly bestowed. Besides the Educatiaqnal 
Alliance, largely built and manned by her 
husband, she would go miles to smaller 
occasions uptown in Brooklyn, twelve or 
fifteen miles distant from: her home on 
Broadway at 106th Street. That spacious, 
old-fashioned wooden house with grounds 
all about it is about the last-of its class 
in, New York. Valuable from the first, 
it had become almost invaluable as time 
went on and great apartments lifted their 
heads all about. But because they loved 
it they remained in it. When the neces- 
sity for a new stable was felt one was 
built at, one side, almost in front. of the 
house. It, was finer than the house it- 
self, but they loved their old home, and 
they remained. : 

Her hospitality. was marked by gen- 
erosity and elegance rather. than by great 
elaboration. At her board: one met with 
the finest minds of the day, people in- 
terested in the things which stand~for 
progress, both Jew and Gentile.

HARTFORD, Conn, April 21.—Dr. 
Yung Wing, who some years: ago occu* 
pied @ prominent place in Chihese diplo- 
matic circles, died. at his heme here to- 
day. in his eighty-fourth year. Death 
was due to an apoplectic shock which he 
suffered on Monday.’

Under. the new. traffic . ordinance Just 
passed by the Newark, Ni J.,, City. Coun- 
cil, ‘the. automobilist who misuses his 
warning signal is made guilty of a mis- 

Memeanor, and liable to’a fine. x 

This: ‘requires ‘that. every anteniabte 
shall be equipped with an adequate signal, 
and defines such a signal as one produc- 
ing an‘ “abrupt note, sufficiently loud 
to be heard: under all conditions of traf- 
fic," Dut réstricts its use to times when 
it is ““necessary as a warning of danger.” 

The ordinance is the outcomé of a con- 
sistent attempt to obviate the needless 
noise evil and at the same time to in- 
crease the safety of the streets. Not only 
has the careless and indiscriminate’ use 
of automobile signals been a source. of 
much annoyance from the standpoint of 
nojse, but it has been pointed out that 
such misuse materially lessens. thetr ef- 
fectiveness when necessary in their true 
function as means of warning. The re- 
straining measure has the sanction of ail 


reasonable motorists as well as the gen- 
yk» public.

A bell boy was dispatched to in- 
quire what was wanted, and when he 
opened the door Miss Rice was seated on 
the edge of the bed in her nightclothes, 
blood streaming from her side, 

“I have killed myself,” she told the 
startled boy. After a moment's fright- 
ened gaze he ran down to the office and 
notified the clerk on duty. 

Several employes rushed to< the room. 
When they arrived the girl had fallen on 
the bed. Dr, Frank Piper was notified, 
and two policemen were summoned. The 
doctor revived.her so that. she could 
speak, although with difficulty. 

She said that she was born in Salt Lake 
City, was 28 years old, single, and unoc- 
cupied. 

“I came to Boston three days ago to 
commit suicide. I tried for two days to 
find some occupation, but-could not, I do 
not remember either my father or mother. 


They died before I was old enough to re 
call them.,”’
